All over the land the regular 
Republican candidate for Oon- 
greea are preparing to aak for e- 
lection or re-elei-tion on the rec- 
of President Taft and the last 
Oongreu.

The railroad bill as pamed was 
better tliaii c.xistini: law, iiii- 
provetnents having been forced 
by Democrats and losnrgttnts. 
The original draft was one of the 
ninst vicious pieces of legislation 
proposed in Congress in years. 
L^resident Taft sent this bill to 
Congress with bis personal in- 
dorsement and asked that it be 
]iass(.'d without amendment. 

It provided for a Commerce 
Court which would have destroy- 
ed the osefolnesB of the Inter- 
.■itiitc < 'nmiiicrce (^ltllmi!;8ion, and 
made appeal to the higher tribu- 
nals impossible. 

It took the railroads from tin 
der the aDti«trUBt law, and would 
have permitted them to make 
what r.'itrs tlicv jil eased without 
any t lleclive check. 

It legalised existinft mergers 
lietween existing linen ; it ron- 
taiued a joke i rovisioo to reg- 
ulate the issuing of railroad se- 
curities. 

Tiio Democrats and Insurgents 
fiircfd some improvements, but 
were prevented by administra- 
tion iiilliiences from putting in 
provisions wiiich woulil have been 
uf real value to the people, such 
as i)liysic:il valuation of the roads 
us a buB<8 fif rate regulation.
